WHAT THE BONUS 
BILL PROVIDES 


Washington, D. C., Apri 125.— Here 
is what the bonus (bill provides: 
1. Compensation 
to veterans 
on 
the basis of $1 a day for home service 
and $1.25 a day for overseas service 
with a maximum basic compensation 
of $500 and $625, 
respectively, for 
the two classes of service. 
The first 
60 days of service are not counted in 
computing compensation, due to the 
$60 cash bonus given just after 
the 
war. 
2. 
To veterans to whom $50 
or 
less is due, payment in cash at once 
3. 
To veterans due more than $50, 
the issuance of a 20-year paid-up en­ 
dowment insurance policy. 
The face 
value of the policies is figured by in­ 
creasing the basic compensation due 
the veteran by 25 per cent, plus com­ 
pensation due that veteran by 25 per 
cent, plus compound interest on 
the 
figure so obtained at the rate of 4% 
per cent for 20 years. 
The resulting 
figure is multiplied 
by an arbitrary 
number derived from accepted actu­ 
arial princprles. 
For example, 
the 
multiplying figure for a veteran 32 
years old, the average age of veter­ 
ans now as $23.17. 
The maximum value of a policy ob­ 
tainable for an overseas veteran of 
long service is between 
$1600 
and 
$1800. 
The insurance certificates will 
be 
issued after July 1, 1925.

Policy holders may borrow up 
to 90 per cent of the value of 
their 
policies from banks after three years.

Net A “Bad Boy” Problem 


The theory of the Illinois law es­ 
tablishing the juvenile court of Cook 
County is that the children of 
the 
state, and that every one of them is 
entitled to a normal childhood and o 
the care and supervision calculated to 
develop them into good citizens. 
Apparently Judge Victor P. Arnold 
has almost unbounded faith in 
the 
power of the right kind of supervis­ 
ion to pull a hoy out of trouble 
and 
set his ftet permanently in the path 
of straight living. 
His con‘ * i. ^ is 
supported not only by general 
or 
routine experience, 
but 
by 
special 
experiments. 
One of these teste is certain!/ very 
illuminating and also high.y cheer­ 
ing. 
An official of one of the great 
fraternal orders at the country his a 
fist of men of the highest standing 
who are deeply interested in boy wel­ 
fare and are willing to give gener­ 
ously of their time and thought to 
this cause. 
Most of these men are 
comparat ively wealthy and many of 
them have considerably leisure. This 
official acts as a clearing house for 
placing boys from the juvenile court 
in touch with these men. 
The boys thus provided for are dif­ 
ficult cases—those for whom 
there 
seems to be little chance without in­ 
tensive personal supervision on 
the 
part of a strong and devoted 
man. 
According 
to 
the records covering 
the cases of three hundreds boys who 
have received this kind of supervis­ 
ion, there has lH*en only a 1 per cent 
failure. 
(In this connection 
Judge 
Arnold remark«!: 
“I am profoundly convinced 
that 
the best and about the only way 
in 
which to make a big dent in adult 
crime is to give wayward and law­ 
less l>oys thorough supervision. 
It is 
not enough to give them protection 
against cruelty and to see that they 
are well nourished. 
They need firm 
but friendly supervision—the 
thing 
they have not received at home, 
the 
lack of which is responsible for their 
wrong start in life. 
“The had hoy problem is really 
a 
misnomer. 
It should be called 
the 
bad parent problem, so far as the 
majority of the boy cases coming be­ 
fore 
this 
court 
is concerned; 
the 
blame belongs not to the boy, but to 
the parents or the parent who is sup­ 
posed to furnish him normal super­ 
vision. 
“When I was in the state’s attor­ 
ney’s office, before my election to the 
bench, I made a careful investigation 
of one hundred cases of adult crime 
just as they came along. 
I found 
that ninety-five 
of these 
criminals 
had been either neglected or depend­ 
ent in thir childhood. 
That tells the 
story!”—(Saturday Evening Post.

30 COTTON-CLUB BOYS MAKE 
BETTER THAN BALE AN ACRE 


A bale of cotton to the acre was 
made 
by 
30 
cotton-club 
boys 
in 
Spalding County, Ga., in 1923, a sea­ 
son so adverse that the acre average 
for their State was only 82 pounds. 
Feeling th at some measures should 
be taken to improve cotton production 
in th at locality, the Griffin Chamber 
of Commerce, early in the 
year ap­ 
proved a plan under which the banks 
agreed to finance 20 boys in the coun­ 
ty who would undertake to grow an 
acre of cotton according to the meth­ 
ods recommended by the 
county a g ­ 
ricultural agent. 
The interest arous­ 
ed was so keen that funds for 
the 
work of 30 boys were made available. 
Following the plan, 
30 boys 
in 
various parts of the county measured 
off an acre of ground, not above the 
average in fertility, and gave 
the 
hanks thear personal note® for 
an 
amount sufficient to purchase 
their 
supplies. 
They applied 1,000 pounds 
of high-grade fertilizer to the 
acre, 
planted good 
pure 
seed, cultivated 
frequently, and fought the boll wee­ 
vil 
with 
calcium 
arsenate. 
They 
worked hard , following the county 
agent’s 
instructions 
carefully. 
It 
was frequenty remarked in t»he coun­ 
ty that the club boys’ acres could be 
easily detected by their exceptional­ 
ly good appearance. 
When the cotton was picked it was 
found th at not a single boy had made 
less than 
a 
bale on his acre. 
The 
cotton was sold by auction in Griffin. 
The boys paid thair notes, balanced 
their accounts, and found they 
had 
averaged a profit of $125 each. Twen­ 
ty of them started saving 
accounts. 
They have their 
acres 
planted 
in 
wheat to be followed with soy beans 
and are making plans for a big year’s 
work in 1924.

In Missouri the average automobile 
license fee is $8.50. 
The average 
license 
fee in

Umt<*d States is $11.30. 
From this 
it can be seen that Missouri is 
not 
putting money in road landing. 


It is proposed to raise the licenses 
50 per cent and put in a 2-cent gaso- 
jlin<“ tax. 
At least ¡56 states now have 
the gasoline tax and in no state has 
this tax been repealed, showing that 
it proves popular. 
Tourists going through the 
state 
must in this way help maintain the 
roads and heavy trucks that use lots 
of gas pay heavily 
for road main- 
tainance. 
It places the burden where 
it belongs. 
Those who use the roads 
the most pay the most. 
It is estimated that about 200 mill­ 
ion gallons of gasoline 
will ‘be used 
in Missouri this year. 
The average automobile is 
driven 
5000 miles a year. 
The records show that at 20 cents 
a gallon a car traveling on dirt 
or 
unmade roads uses 8-10 cents 
per 
mile more than when traveling 
on 
concrete. 
The records show that the cost of 
operating a car the year 
around on 
dirt roads is 2 Vs cents per mile more

Guinea raising is becoming more 
profitable as n result of their success­ 
ful substitution in fashionable hotels 
and eating 
places 
for 
such 
game 
birds as grouse, quail, and partridge, 
says the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
When 
well cooked, 
guineas are attractive in appearance, 
although darker than common fowls, 
and the flesh of young birds is 
ten­ 
der and of especially fine flavor, re* 
sembling 
that 
of wild game. 
The 
census figures show an increase of 
36 jx r cent in the number of guinea 
fowl cn farms in 1K20 over the nym- 
lu r in 1010. 
A few of the large poultry raisers, 
particularly those within easy reach 
of the large eastern markets', make 
a practice of raising a hundred 
or 
so guineas each year, but the great 
majority of guineas are raises! 
in 
small flocks of from 10 to 25 on 
the 
farms of the Middle West and of the 
South. 
Th» highest prices for guin­ 
eas are paid 
in 
the 
large eastern 
markets. 
Poultry men who 
are near 
these markets, or who have develop­ 
ed a trade among private customers, 
receive prices that make this indus­ 
try very profitable. 
Wholesale prices 
in New York usually range from $1 
to $1.00 per pair for dressed spring 
guineas. 
They are marketed 
late in 
the summer when they weigh from 1 
to 1 Ms pounds at 2 
months of age, 
and also throughout the fall, when 
the demand is for heavier birds. 
Guinea hens usually begin to lay in 
April or May, those in the South lay­ 
ing earlier than those in the North. 
From 20 to 3 Oand often more eggs 
are laid before the guinea hen 
be­ 
comes broody, at which time she can 
Ik* broken of her broodiness 
easily 
by removing the eggs from the nest, 
when she 
will 
soon 
begin laying 
»gain. 
If not allowed to sit, guinea 
hens will continue to lay throughout 
the summer, laying from 40 to 60 and 
in some cases 100 eggs 
during

season. 
As profitable egg producers guinea 
hens cannot compete with ordinary 
hens, but during the latter part 
of 
the spring and during 
the summer 
they are persistent layers. 
The eggs 
are smaller than hen eggs and conse

prices, being 
graded as small eggs.

Dewey that whatever else is 
taught 
our school* 
these 
three 
thing* 
should be taught: 
Real patriotism. 
Amity and 
gr>od 
will 
for other 
race* and other nationalities. 
Insight irfto the problems of capi­ 
tal and laib<>r. 
To begin with the last, it may be 
said without exaggeration htat 
the 
ideal of social solidarity, so necessary 
to social health, will never come any­ 
where near being realized as long as 
children are permitted 
to 
grow 
to 
manhood and womanhood ignorant of 
economic principles. 
As things 
now 
stand, 
there is 
among masses of people a grievous 
misunderstanding 
of 
the respective 
parts played by labor and capital 
in 
production. 
Because of this 
misunderstanding, 
and fostered by prejudices 
acquired 
from tbe personal environment, there 
are «>n the one hand those who under­ 
estimate labor and would den y 
la­ 
bor’s rights and proper claims, and 
on the other hand those who 
would’' 
sweep capital away in a blind over-^ 
exaltation of labor. 
The 'latter, in Soviet Russia, 
have 
converted desire into deed, with con­ 
sequences appalling to the 
civilized 
world. 
Their performance, it 
may 
safely be predicted, will be repeated 
elsewhere if the educational program 
s not improved to include a teaching 
of economic first principles. 
To reinforce this teaching, an aid 
without which it will lack vitality, is 
needed the teachng of real 
patriot­ 
ism. 
Real 
patriotism 
involves 
much 
more than willingness to die if need 
be for one’s country. 
It involves de­ 
termination so to 
live 
that 
at all 
times the interests of one’s country 
will best be served. 
That is to say, it involves a per­ 
sonal idealism translated into action 
in everyday living. 
Under the 
im­ 
pulse of a real patriotism, selfishness 
will be reduced to a minimum, 
the 
gaining of riches will cease to allure, 
hygienic habits of thinking and doing 
wll be the rule. 
Graft and greed 
will 
be seen in 
their true light as essentially 
as 
unpatriotic as giving aid and comfort 
to an enemy 
in time 
of 
war. 
The 
wastrel of his own healtoh, the grasp­ 
ing exploiter of others—whether he 
be a factory, store or farm exploiter 
of the labor of children, a food man­ 
ipulator, a cunning workman who de­ 
liberately underworks, or any 
other 
kind of exploiter—will be recognized 
fo rthe unpatriotic wretch he is. 
As for the teaching of the essen­ 
tial kinship of the races of mankind, 
that also is manifestly needful

sooner a broader vision motivates ed­
